PAYING $34,090,000 TO x 
POOL MEMBERS 


Winnipeg, July 28.—An _ interim 
payment of more than. $34,000,000 is 
being made today by members of the 
Canadian wheat pool in the western 
provinces. In practically every dis- 
trict of Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
Alberta pool members will share in 
the distribution, which is the largest 
interim payment ever made by the 
wheat pool. 

Today’s payment is the second in- 
terim one for the 1927-28 crop, the 
first having been made on March 10. 

“There seems to be general satis- 
faction among our members as to the 
manner in which the various selling 
problems were handled and the aver- 
age price obtained for their wheat,” 
stated E. B. Ramsay, manager of the 
central .selling agency, Winnipeg, in 
announcing the payment. 

On contract grades the payment 
ranges from 16 cents to 25 cents per 
bushel; tough grades from 13% cents 
to 29% cents; numbers 4 to 6, 11 to 
15% cents, and on durums, 11% cents

ALBERTA GOV'T READY 
TO AID OTTAWA APPEAL 


_ Ottawa, July 24.—It is reported on 
good authority here that the Alberta 
government has decided to facilitate 
the uppeal to the Privy Council in re- 
gard to the schools question — the 
great obstacle to the agreement for 
returning to the province its natural 
resources, The Saskatchewan  gov- 
ernment, it is said, is also Likely to 
become a party to the same appeal 
though, in the case of either ‘govern- 
ment, a direct personal intervention ig 
not necessary. Rather, they may 
agree to back up a private individual 
who may become an appellant party 
in the issue. 


The matter is regarded as of very 
great’ importance. The Dominion 
government has affirmed its willing- 
ness to return to the prairie ’ prov- 
inces their lands, forests, for which 
the demand has been long, but it is 
also desirous of perpetuating the 
school systems as they now exist and 
which largely derive support from 
the school lands, part of the natural 
resources under federal administra- 
tion. 

This snag was encountered in the 
when an agreement 
with the province had been reached 
when concurrent legislation to ratify 
it had been prepared, was in the leg- 
islature and had reached its final 
‘The federal legislation was 
then suspended pending a reference 
to the Supreme Court as to the con- 
stitutionality of the educational pro- 
visions of the Autonomy Act. The 
court here upheld the provisions in 
question, whereupon, in what was de- 
scribed as the interest of finalist, 
the Dominion government sought to 
appeal to the privy council. Leave by 
that body was not granted on the 
ground that the government was 
really inscribing an appeal from a 
judgment in its own favor, a most 
anomalous procedure. The case, how- 
ever, was struck off. the lists, It is 
still pending. 

Meanwhile for many months, there 
has been a discussion of ways and 
means to get on with the appeal and 
have it finally determined and thus 
pave .the- way. ‘for a return of the 
provincial domain, It is now reported 
that the matter is abont, ‘djusted, 
that the necessary- arrangements will 
-be‘ made, and that, having a common 
interest, the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment will also be a probable party to 
the litigation. 


AMERICAN HOGS 
CAUSED CHOLERA 


That some hogs imported from the 
American side through Kingsgate, 
were responsible for the spread of 
hog cholera in Alberta, was the 
opinion of H E. G. H. Scholefield, 
vice-president of the U.F.A., who has 
just returned to Calgary. He was 
making some reports to the govern- 
ment regarding the finding of the 
committee deputed to inquire into the 
Alberta hog industry, of which he was 
chairman. 

Mr. Scholefield, previous to his visit 
to Edmonton, had been on a trip to 
Spokane, Seattle, Tacoma, Portland 
and other American cities, 
panied by Prof. S. G. Carlyle, live- 


stock commissioner for Alberta, and‘ 


A. A. MacMillan, of the federal ani- 
mal husbandry branch. 

Mr. Scholefield stated that hogs 
imported were not properly inocu- 
lated, many being inoculated only 
once, instead of twice as_ required.

SUMMER DIARRHOEA _ 


. 


Every year there occurs an appall- 
ing number of deaths from diarrhoeas. 
In Canada, in the year 1926, there oc- 
curred 4,814 death of infants under 
one year of age as a result of this 
.condition, 

The best and surest protection 
against such a condition is breast- 
feeding. Wherever deaths are investi- 
gated, it is found that most of the 
cases occur amongst infants who are 
artificially fed. There are many oth- 
er good reasons why infants should 
be, fed om the natural food. but the 
one repson that. it. protects against 
diarrhoeas ter" Ciciit to make every 
wsotiier realize her duty fh this mat- 
ter. 

The baby who is so unfortunate as 
to be deprived of his natural food 
must receive every care. He should 
be under the regular supervision of the 
family physician. He should be fed 
according to the physician’s instruc- 
tions, and no changes should bé.made 
in his feeding unless they are ordered 
by the physician. 

The baby must be dressed accord- 
ing to the temperature, not the time 
of year, in order to protect him from 
sudden changes of temperature, 
against which he must be safeguarded. 

Diarrhoea in a young child is a 
\very serious condition. When it oc- 


.curs the family physician should be 


called at once. Thinking that the 
diarrhoea was caused by teething or 
some other condition has ‘been re- 
sponsible for delays in securing 
prompt treatment. Such delays may 
cost the baby his life.

an occupant 
of land should so manage his land 
that it brings him a maximum roturn, 
In fairness to his nelghbor, he should 
sco that his operations cause no dam: 
ago or loss to his neighbor. In falr- 
ress to posterity, ho should see- to 
{t that his land {fs maintained in such 
a way that it will be a help, not a 
hindrance, to those who will follow 
him. It is obvious that a man on 
the land who allows his land to be- 
come polluted with noxious weeds is 
injuring «himself his neighbor and 
posterity. 

Many péople consider that it is the 
duty of the Provincial Government 
to detect and destroy all the weeds 
in the province. Another will say 
that as owner of land he {s privileged 
to do what he pleases with that land 
and the government should adopt a 
“hands off” policy entirely. To ar- 
rive at a reasonable conclusion as to 
what the Provincial Government's 
duties are, we must turn to the 


tangible expression of the opinion o/ 
the duly elected representatives of 
the people. Since an act exists, it is 
the first duty of the government to 
administer the terms of this Act. A 
close study of the Act shows it to be 
a piece of legislation drafted for the 
protection of property. The main 
criticisms mode by objecters to this‘

a staff of competent, specially train- 
ed men’ who are willing and able to 
advise on matters pertaining to weed 
control. The extent of the weed con- 
trol staff’s effectiveness depends to 
a great extent on how much the pub- 
lic avails itself of the services of- 
fered and the amount of cooperation 
between the public and this staff. It 
is the wish of the Provincial govern- 
ment to make this branch 100 per 
cent. effective and it is hoped that 
everyone will make the best use of 
the organization. : 

Removed to a certain extent from 
the chain of responsibility is the Ad- 
visory Weed Committee. Legislation 
passed at the last session provided 
for this committee. This body ‘is 
composed of seven members, who rep- 
resent the Alberta Seed Growers’ 
Association, the U. F. A., the Wheat 
Pool, the Organization of Municipal 
and Dominion Experimental Farms, 
the Unorganized farmers and the 
Provincial Government. <As the com- 
mittee’s name implies, its work is 
purely of an advisory nature and it 
is not necessary to say more about 
it here. 

Last but not least we come-to the 
fighting members of the weed con- 
trol effort—the men on the land. Let 
me define the man on the land to be, 
the owner or occupant of any land, 
and include in the word land parcels

This Act is not 
farmer 
who is doing his best to combat \the 
weed menace, but is designed for his 
protection. The writer knows of no 
other duties provided for by statute 
or otheriwse for the Provincial Gov- 
erment. In appointing Field Super- 
visors who act in the dual capacity 
of weed Act administrators and ad- 
visors on weed problems, the Gov- 
ernment has done so in order that 
persons affected by the Act may not 
only be acquainted with the terms of 
the Act, -but will’ be provided : with 
information that will enable them to 
avoid penalties by the adoption of 
weed control methods into their sys- 
tem of farming. 


The attitude of many of us_ to- 
wards’ superviso and Inspectors 
leaves much we he desired. It is 
human nature to resent criticism and 
the pointing out of our faults, but 
who is willing to advise on the best 
way to correct ‘them. Let us not 
wait for the inspector to, find our 
noxious weeds, but be our own in- 
spectors for who is in a better posi- 
tion to detect weeds than the man 
who in the course of his field opera- 
tions, crosses and recrosses’ every 
foot of his land several times each |. 
year? 

It would be well to impress on the 
newcomer to this. country the neces- 
ity of becoming familiar with the 
weed problem in this province. Many 
of our weeds are of European origin 
and will be readily recognized by a 
great many experienced European 
farmers, but it must be born in mind 
that én this province, agricultural 
methods and climatic conditions are 
so different to those existing in other 
lands that weeds which may be easily

Another farmer stated that the ef- 
fect of sow thistle were worse than 
the combined bad effects of frost, 
hail, drouth, freight rates, elevator 
charges, and other things which are 
rightly or wrongly termed pests. We 
have a serious situation to face, Rec- 
ognition of the situation is half the 
battle. Let us put forth our best 
efforts. Let us couple up the farm- 
er’s well known ability for hard work 
with the methods tested and approv- 
ed by skilled farmers and _ trained 
technicians and endeavor to avoid 
the unhappy experiences of the older 
provinces.

EPIDEMIC IN NORTH AREAS 


Edmonton, July 26.—Travelers who 
have arrived here say that some form 
of a disease akin to influenza is taking 
a terrible toll among the Indian and 
half-breed communities of the north. 
So far white persons have been large- 
ly immune to it! although there have 
been some cases of infection, but 
among the Indians whole families 
have been. attacked at once. In- 
stances are known, say: the- report- 
ers, of whole families having been 
struck down to die in their tepees. At 
Fort Resolution alone there have been 
27 deaths from the disease, and, be- 
cause of the scattered settlement and 
the slowness in the receipt of reports, 
it 1s considered: unlikely that the full 
toll will be known. for some congsider- 
able time.
